If the present situation pafrsisted 
and East and West continued to run 
after the Arabs, “Israel will be the 
inevitable victim,” added . Dr, 
Goldmann. 

Discussing the economic crisis fac- 
ing Israel, Dr. Goldmann said that 
the Jewish Agency would this year 
have to spend 1£97,000,000 on pro- 
jects hitherto financed by the Govern- 
ment. The Agency’ s latest budget was 
the “most brutal’ he had ever wit- 
nessed. It made no provision for 
colonisation ; it contained no alloca- 
tion to pay for solemn commitments 
to settlers. And the situation would 
become worse. For the Agency and 
the Jewish people had for nine years 
lived above their means. | 

But, he asked, who would have 
done otherwise. when saving 
a million people? of 
Israel had paid for oe of the 
colonisation. Diaspora Jewry had 
borne only 50 per cent of the burden.

WESTERN POWERS AND ISRAEL 


AJ. A. Demands Guarantee

The President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, Mr. R. N. Carvalho, 
at Tuesday's © ouncil meeting at Woburn House, London, referred in his 


statement to the situation between Israel and her Arab neighbours, and — 


asked that the Western Powers should issue “some sort of declaration 
guaranteeing immediate assistance to Israel, should she be attacked.” 


The President told the Council that 
he. took. the: opportunity during a 
‘vate visit to Paris to meet members 
of the Alliance Israélite and of the 
American Jewish Committee, and to 
discuss with them a number of matters. 
of current interest, especially the latest 
reports about Eastern Europe. | 
In connection with the position of 
the Jews in Eastern Europe, Mr. 
Carvalho expressed delight that the 
“Joint” had established a new agree- 
ment with the Polish Government’ so 
that it would be to 
urgently needed relief for Polish Jews, 
especially the repatriates from Russia, 
who would shortly number some 
30,000. It was also encouraging to 
-ead that World Ort was to resume its 
importamt- educational and vocational 
work in Poland. The position in 
Poland vis-a-vis Jews had eased con- 


siderably, the President continued, Not 


only was contact being established 


with outside Jewish organisations but 
the Government was permitting large- 


scale emigration to Israel, though not 
of the repatriates from Russia. In 
some other Communist countries a. 
similar @asing. Of the sjtuation. was 


discernible, but Russia was as enig- 


m as ever, 


Soviet Reaction | 


The reports ‘of 
reception which Russian Jews had 
eiven the Israeli delegation at the 
Moscow Youth Festival: were both 
heartening and moving, said Mr. Car: 
vatho, and they proved beyond doubt 


that the bulk of Russian Jewry was 


sill staunchly Jewish tn its interests 
symmpat thies, anxious to establish 
once again the closest bonds with their 
Jewish brethren outside. The reaction 
of displeasure. from the. Russian 


Government to this spontaneous out- 
burst did not encourage him to believe 
that the régime was willing to alter 


its attitude to its Jewish citizens, said 
Mr. Carvalho. The

that Russian: Jews must be wholly 
Russian without any Jewish affiliations 
whatsoever.

Russian 
Jews, who seemed courageously deter- 
mined to — alive their Jewishness.

* What we here as British Jews can 
do it is difficult to see,” he added. 
“ Of course, we must not forget or 
ignore our brethren jn Russia and in 
every way we must enable our con-. 
cern and sympathies somehow to filter 
through the physical and political 
barriers.” 

Unfortunately, Russia’s attitude to 
its Jewish citizens was bound up with 
its anti-Israel policy and its ambitions 
in the Near East. The Syrian-Turkish 
crisis was another example of Russian 


sabre-rattling in order to keep tension 


alive in the area and to taunt the 
Western Powers. The unscrupulous 
determination of Russia to prevent a 
peaceful solution to the Near Eastern 
problem must be recognised. 


-Calmer Situation 
Although the situation — between

the Western Powers to provide Israel 


' with arms and spare parts to counter- 


balance those supplied by Russia and 
the West to the Arab States.

He 


hoped such an eventuality was hypo- 


thetical and even in the case of its. 
reality they cqukd be sure of Israel's 
ability. to defend herself; none could 


doubt that the Arabs were amassing 


their arms for the day. when they 


could revenge their defeats by over- .

Speaking at the annual meeting of 
the Council of the Union at the 
Avigdor School (67 Lordship age 
N.16), Mr. H. A. Goodman, J.P., 
Vice-President of the Union, tated 
that recent developments within the 
Board of Deputies were causing much 
concern:.in Orthodox Jewish circles 
and he thought that the Rabbinate of 
the Union should consider whether 
independent Orthodoxy, for which the 
Linion stood, could continue to. be 
represented on a body which was 
losing its independence and had 
several times acted contrary to the 
views of Torah Judaism. The

an hour for all grades except students, 
who will continue to receive 8s. an 
hour, Announcing this, Mr. S. §.

representatives of the teachers, and 


although the latter had expressed their 
preference for jncreases based on 
seniority, the Board had decided on 


flat rate increases because of their. 


anxiety to increase recruitment among 
younger teachers.

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DEATH OF PREMIER'S AIDE 
‘Suicide After Road Accident

Colonel! Nehemiah Argov, who had 
been Mr. Ben -urien’s

Sunday after his car had knocked down ©

But if materially the Russian 
people have every right to celebrate 
their achievements, morally there 
is less cause for exultation. Despite 
the lofty expressions as to individual 
freedom embodied in their consti- 


tution, the. Russians are stil far. 


from enjoying this right as it is 
understood and enjoyed in Western 
This is particularly, and. 


tion is, in fact, worse today than 
before: the Revolution. 
respects they are more réstricted 
in religious and cultural 
activities than they were under -the 
Tsar. To give only one example: 


up to 1917 there flourished in 
Russia dozens of. yeshivot and 
other Jewish educational institu- 


tions which for generations had 
supplied spiritual leaders for. the 
Jewries of England, America, and, 
indeed, communities all over the 
world. Today, there exists only 
one small yeshiva, the one recently 
founded in Moscow, with a maxi- 
mum of 20 students; half of whom 
are aged people. 7 


If the number of Jews in the Polit- 


buro. is any measure of the changes 
in the Russian official attitude in 
these forty years, it is necessary to 
recall that in 1917, when the Polit- 


~buro was first formed. five of its 


members were Jews, Today there is 
none. The last, Lazar Kaganovitch, 


was thrown out a few months ago. 


What has happened at the top 
has been repeated in the lower 
Soviet. administration. 
Although Leon Trotsky was 
Commissar of Foreign Affairs when 
the. Revolution came into being, 
a position.occupied later by another 
famous. Jew, Litvinoff, in 
1957. Jews are no longer allowed 


to enter the Soviet Diplomatic 
Service. The ‘Russian military 


academies, too, are virtually .closed 


. to them, as are the more important 


executive branches of administra- 


- tion. The latest reports from the 


U.S.S.R. suggest that it is being 


made more and more difficult for. 
Jews to gain admittance to univer- 
sities or to enter the free profes- 


sions: 

But there is one sphere in which 
the change in official policy from 
one of toleration to deliberate dis- 


crimination is particularly marked, 


and which, as far as Soviet Jews are 
concerned, can leave little .cause 
for rejoicing. in the fortieth anniver- 
sary celebrations. It is the 
ruthless ban on all Jewish collective 
communal religious and cultural 
activities ; in the suppression of. the 
Yiddish language as well as of 
the prohibition of 
Jewish schools, religious as well as 
secular ; in the ban against Yiddish 
newspapers and theatres. 
all, in the refusal to allow Russian 
- Jewry to have contact with israel 
and other Jewries abroad. The 
latest and most disappointing proof 
of the brutal isolation in which 
Russian Jewry is kept forty years 
after the Revolution 
failure of the Moscow Chief Rabbi 
to attend this week’s conference of 
Western religious leaders in 
Amsterdam, Indeed, none of the 
Chief Rabbis behind the Iron 
Curtain was given the opportunity 


to attend the meeting, of which the 
- Chief Rabbis of Great Britain and 


of Holland were the sponsors. 


All this is in contrast to the 
support which Jews in Russia, with 
high hopes for emancipation, gave, 
especially in the early days, 
to the revolutionary forces which 
ultimately brought the Bolsheviks 
to power in the Kremlin. When, 
after years of Tsarist oppression, 
the Bolsheviks triumphed, it was

180 various nationalities and 
minorities in the Soviet Union, only 
the Jewish minority is still denied 
the fundamental human right of 
living a life of its own, and is being 
forcibly pressed into assimilation. 
_ As then, so today, there are of 
course still optimists in our midst. 
Only this week Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann, addressing the Federation 


of Women Zionists in London, 


while complaining of antisemitism 
and discrimination against Jews in 
Russia, expressed the view that 
they will one day be allowed. to 
leave for Israel. All we can do is 
to hope and pray that his optimism 
in respect of Soviet Russia will not

After Lachish, which. has. been 
the object of Israeli Government 
and Jewish Agency planning during 
the past four years, another stretch 
of Israel's frontier region, adjacent 
to Lachish, is now to be settled.

the Adullam area. Its 100,000 
dunams will be divided. into 17 
village sections.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
SEVENTY years ago the famous 


Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhibition 
that was held at the Royal Albert 


‘Hall gave a great impetus to the 


study of Anglo-Jewish history. 
Among its organisers were such 
distinguished scholars as Joseph 
Jacobs and Lucien Wolf, while the 
eminent Heinrich Graetz specially 
travelled from Germany to London 


in order to open it with a lecture. 


This exhibition aroused widespread 
and continuing interest, as a result 
of which there was founded, six 


years later in 1893, the Jewish 
Historical Society of England, with 


Lucien Wolf its principal 
founder and first President. . And 
now the recent Anglo-Jewish 
Tercentenary celebrations, in which 
the Society itself took a notable 
part, have given its activities a 
further incentive. It is not without 


_ Significance that one of the most 


famous publications of the Society, 
issued as long ago as 1901, is 
Lucien Wolf's classic volume on 
“’ Manasseh ben Israel’s Mission to 
Oliver Cromwell,” which remains a 


standard work in this field. In 1934 


the Society instituted the series of 


_ Lucien Wolf Memorial Lectures, to 


which a number of eminent scholars 
have contributed. The Society has 
arranged a notable series of public 


lectures: for its regular monthly 


meetings during the coming session, 
By these the Society encourages the 
undertaking of historical research, 
the results of which are presented 
to the public and afterwards widely 
diffused through the medium of the 
prifited “ Transactions.” Through 


the splendid facilities afforded by 


the Mocatta Library and Museum 
and the Gustave Tuck: Theatre at 
University College the Society is 
able to promote historical research 
and scientific work of considerable 
importance. All. who are concerned 
for the maintenance. of Anglo- 
Jewry’s honoured traditions will 
wish the Society the utmost success 
in its effort to increase its member- 
ship... 


COMPENSATION DELAYS 


Tue Austrian Government. has 


shown itself curiously hesitant in 
fulfilling its obligations under. the 
1955 State Treaty to indemnify 
Jewish victims of Nazism, and it 
is. therefore. not surprising that, as 
reported last week, the. World 
‘Council of Austrian Jews — has 
decided to: exert pressure on. the 
Vienna authorities to honour their 
commitments. The State Treaty 


was, of course, signed by Austria 


with the then ocoupying Powers— 
Britain, France, Russia, and the 


United States—and in view of the 


fact that so many Austrian Jewish 
refugees have been given asylum in 
Britain and America one might have 
expected these countries to press the 
Raab Government to discharge its 
obligations to the thousands of hap- 
less Jewish victims of persecution 


who, more than twelve years after 


the end of the war, still await some 


- measure of cOmpensation for their 


grievous losses. But in the absence 
of Big Power intervention it appears 
that the Austrian Government ts 


content to pursue its policy of 
vacillation and delay while elderly 
victims in dire need of compensation | 


‘wait for the! restoration of their 
‘rights and interests... No similar 
hesitancy, however, has been shown 


in restoring the rights of former 


Nazis - who paved the way for the 
rape of Austria by Hitler and who 
were. responsible. for. dastardly 
crimes against the Jews.  It--is 
perhaps worth recalling that the 
Austrian Parliament, once freed 
from the shackles of occupation, 


speedily introduced amnesty laws 


benefiting ex-Nazis, reinstated 
Hitler’s former” followers,” and 
returned to them confiscated 
property. But their victims have 


to wait, hoping against hope that 
compensation will be forthcoming 
while they are still alive. In com- 
parison with the attitude of the 
Federal German ‘Government, 
which has made 
efforts to assist Jewish. victims of 
Nazism, the conduct of the Austrian 
authorities has been somewhat 
callous. But even from Western. 
Germany there are disquieting 


reports that the funds required to — 


complete the Federal indemnifica- 
tion programme by the date 
originally stipulated, March, 1963, 
may not be available. It would 
indeed be . disheartening—and 
catastrophic for many of the 
victims who rely on compensation 
payments for their existence—if 
completion of the indemnification 
programme had to be delayed.

AS Columbus a_ descen- 
dant of the Spanish Jews 
exiled by the Inquisition 
—as has been claimed for cen- 
turies—or was he a _ conscious 
Marrano practising his Judaism in 
secret? Salvador de Madariaga,.was 


inclined to accept the first idea, and 


he published a book several years 
ago in support of this theory. How- 
ever, the greatest living Spanish 
historian; Ignacio Olagué, has now 
re-examined this subject, and basing 
his findings on a number of 
hitherto unpublished documents 
has attempted to. prove 
Christopher Columbus, although 
outwardly a Christian, was a Jew 
at heart. | 

The book, published recently by a 


French editor, is called “The Diary 
of Juan de las Cosa,” and is far. 
from being a eulogy of the audacious 


adventurer. According to Olagué the 
great power of Columbus lay more 
in his ability to influence both him- 


self and others by his fiery words 


than in his skill as a seaman. Once 
introduced at the Spanish Court by 
influential Jewish converts, this power 
of rhetoric helped. Columbus to 
organise. the costly and audacious

Many phrases used by 
him in his letters were direct transia- 
tions from Hebrew idioms. In a 


letter written to the Spanish King in. 


1502 (ten years after his first voyage) 
he states: “In all my plans I have 
never used my reason, nor have | used 
mathematics or geographical charts. | 
only fulfilled the word of our prophe: 
Isaiah.” 


The Spanish historian then stresses

never,” . remarks the. author, “ started

various authentic documents) starts

The estimated amount of water 
now available is, according to 


expert opinion, 1,500,000,000 cubic 


metres per annum. On the basis of 


_an annual requirement of 600 cubic 
metres per 


dunam, 2,500,000 
dunams, or 50 per cent of the 


arable land, will be under irrigation. 


The fact that our present water 
supply suffices to irrigate only 50 
per cent of the arable land makes 
it imperative for us to co-ordinate 
settlement in various parts of the 


country. obvious question, 
therefore, is—-where shall - this 
water be utilised? The opinion 


_} assume 


was expressed that the water should 
be used in the north, but viewing 


'. the country as a whole, taking into 


consideration not only permanent 
economic. independence but also 


the political angle, this cannot be - 


accepted, because the choice is not 
between “near and = far” but 
between “life and death.” . 


Northern Israel's Advantages 


The north is blessed with land 


and good climatic conditions. The 
annual rainfall of 24 inches and 
more is adequate, making possible 
intensive cultivation even without 
irrigation. It is true that additional 


irrigation would increase produc- 


tivity, making possible a smaller 
land allocation to each farmer, but 
even ‘without additional irrigation 
the farmer could still make a living 
provided he received a larger 
allocation of land. This does not 
apply to the Negev where, if we 
were to rely only on rainfall, even 


with an allocation of hundreds of. 


dunams of land, only nomad 


shepherds, with a very low standard - 


of living, could exist. Without 


irrigation the Negev is doomed to 


remain as it has been in the past 
-~barren and desolate. In allocating 
water for irrigation, we must ensure 
that sufficient water—at 
600,000,000 cubic metres (40 per 


cent of the total supply}—goes to | 


the Negev. 
Thanks to the special qualities 


of the loess and sand-loess soils of — 


the North-Western Negev, through 


which water does not easily perco-. 


late, a dunam of land here requires 
no more water than a dunam in 
the north. We.can, therefore, 
that 600,000,000 cubic 
metres of water are sufficient to 
irrigate 1,000,000 dunams- of the 


‘gross arable land in this region. | 
But at present the Negev only. 


receives ten per cent of the total 
water supply. “ 


~The Negev’s Claim 


The conclusion to¢be drawn is 
that the establishment of new 
settlements in the north (enjoying 
twelve inches and more annual 
rainfall) based on irrigation, will 
strike at the very existence of the 
Negev, not only by preventing the 
establishment of new settlements 
but also by arresting the develop- 
ment of already existing settlements 
which will lack the necessary water 
for the irrigation of their present 
holdings.- We must, therefore, stop 
new settlement in the north. 

If we discontinue new settlement 
in the north and the Negev lacks 


water, it means that we shall have 


to cease large-scale settlement. This 
we dare not do now, when we are 


faced with a renewal of mass immi-~ 


gration from North Africa, Egypt, 
and Eastern Europe, which we are 
eager should continue. Without 
agricultural settlement these immi- 


gramts cannot be absorbed, and the 


problem is where to settle them.

UK JHEN the first: pioneers 
| came to Palestine in 1882 


there was no land, no 


bread, no money—and no Jewish 


people. The handful of settlers 


worked and starved, and when they . 


fell ill they could not afford medical 
attention. 

They formed a society, “ Bilu” 
(from the Hebrew initials of the 
words “House ef Jacob, come let 
us go !”), and issued an appeal to

Appeal to Britain 


In 1861 Rabbi Hirsch Kalischer. 


put forward the idea of buying land 
in Palestine for the Jews, so that 
“the arid soil should bloom like a 
lily, and bear fruit like the field that 
the Lord hath blessed.” And in 
1867 he and Rabbi Elias Gutmacher 


sent an appeal “to our brethren ”

Hermann Schapira (born August

on mathematics, which led him to 
leave the career of a rabbi behind 
him. He spent years of wandering 
to satisfy his thirst for knowledge. 
He lived in London; he slept in 
parks in Berlin, suffering hunger 
and homelessness. At the age of 


forty he finally took his doctorate, ~ 


and in 1883 became Professor of 
Mathematics at Heidelberg Univer- 
sity. | 


Early Frustrations 
~ His experiences—his desire for a 


home and for knowledge—led him. 
to. interest himself in the idea of a 


Jewish National Fund and of a 
Hebrew. University in Jerusalem. 
For almost fifteen: years Professor 
Schapira tried in vain to turn his 
idea into reality: In his talks and 


in his writings he urged his Zionist: 


friends to create a Jewish National 
Fund, and in 1884 he sent his pro- 
posals to the Chovevei Zion Con- 
ference in Katowice. But _ the 


delegates were alarmed by the mag- 
nitude of the plan and the project — 


ended up in the wastepaper basket, 
When Theodor ‘Herzl called the 


first. Zionist Congress (Basle, 1897), 


Professor Schapira mistrusted him 
and was pessimistic about the Con- 
gress. Basle,

There will be a transition period 
until the trees bear fruit and the 
settlement becomes self-supporting. 
During this period of from four to 
five years work will be provided 
for the settlers. 


A Vast Undertaking 


Implementation of pro- 
gramme for hill settlement during 
the Second Decade is a vast under- 
taking which will solve many 
weighty problems: the continuation 
of settlement; the satisfactory 
absorption of thousands of immi- 


grants; the inclusion of an addi- 


tional million dunams of land into 
the productive cycle of the country ; 
and the closing up of dangerous 
gaps. along. the borders. . The 


Jewish National Fund must be the 


pioneer force in the execution of 


‘this prégramme, since land is the 


very basis of settlement. The Fund 
“must reclaim 500,000 dunams for 


agriculture, plant forests on 250,000 


dunams, remembéring that much 


“remains to be done in the existing. 


settlements . along these lines, 
involving another 250,000 dunams.

~ Once more it has been proved 
that “ If we will it, it is no legend,”

up with a tremendous. péroration. 
‘When he sat down there was not a 
dry eye in the house. That, to him, 


was success enough. When. sordid — 


money was mentioned he was con- 
temptuous. 


New Methods : 


New ideas were stirring. In place 


of the old haphazard system (sic) 
it was decided to set up wherever 
there was a Jewish community an 
‘active and properly organised J.N.F. 
committee, under the control of the 
Central Office. 
this was the urgent and immediate 
business: of raising money. 


To me fell the doubtful honour 


of being the first J.N.F. “ Travelling 
Organiser.” My job was to travel the 


kingdom, forming and instructing. 
committees, arranging propaganda 


meetings, and, where the centre was 
too small to justify the expense of 
bringing a special speaker down, 
acting as my own propagandist. 
It was hard going, '16 hours a 
day, seven. days a week, and as 
often as not travelling by night —not 
in sleepers—to save hotel bills and 
time. Matters were not helped by 
the fierce competition and even hos- 
tility of the Keren Hayesod. There 
were plenty of headaches and heart- 
aches and not a few. laughs. 


Side by side with 


One of my most formidable tasks ; 


was to persuade our elderly Com- 
missioners to retire or let themselves 
be translated into a committee. The 
real difficulty was that these men 
were so imbued with the Zionist 
idea that they simply could not 
bring themselves to delegate their 
sacred trust to those _ considered 


refuse contributions from people 
whose Zionism they suspected was 


not sincere. 


One experience I had in a tiny 
industrial town was memorable.’ I

On the 100,000 dunams (25,000 
acres) of this region, which lies 
about half an hour’s car journey 
from Jerusalem, 15 to 17 settle- 
ments will be set up by the National 
Institutions within the next two 
or three years. For social, economic, 


and security reasons, each five or: 


six villages are to be grouped 


around a rural centre. 


‘Thirty-five thousand dunams are 


earmarked for pasture, 16,000 for 


carob plantings, and 24,000 for pine 
woods. It is hoped to prepare 


20,000 dunams for intensive cultiva- 
tion, but this, of course, also 
depends on the amount of available 


water. 


The outlay is heavy. Preparing 
one dunam of land for agriculture 
costs on the average $100 (about 
£36); reclaiming one dunam for 
pasture $56; afforestation of a 
dunam is budgeted at $140; an 
equal sum is needed for a dunam 
of carob plantings ; and the laying 
of one kilometre of unpaved road 
costs $8,400. 

Only five of the villages will be 
set up this year.

empowered to decide for itself the 


form of its oaths. . Under that com- 
promise, enshrined in the: Jewish 
Relief Act of 1858, Rothschild took 
his seat in the Commons. 


Ignored 
The books which recount these

It was this kind of direct action 
which, in the person of Sir David 


Salomons, brought victory on the 


municipal front. In addition to 
Rothschild in the City and Gold- 
smid at Beverley, Salomons stood 
at Greenwich, Meyer de Rothschild 
at Hythe, and Goldsmid’s son, 
Francis, at Yarmouth. Undoubtedly 


Lionel de Rothschild’s success—he — 
was the only member of the quintet _ 
who was elected—had an important 


bearing on the emancipation cam- 
paign. But his somewhat quiescent 
disposition and his ingrained belief 
that the fairness and wisdom of the 
legislators would in the end conduce 
to the desired result rendered him 
perhaps the least militant of the five. 


It was not until Salomons was 


elected at Greenwich jin 1851 that 
Westminster 


only refused to withdraw from the 
House until a gesture of force had 
been used, but he sat, spoke, and 
voted without taking the prescribed 
oath and in defiance of the law. 


‘There is little doubt that had Sir 


Isaac Lyon Goldsmid been elected 
in 1847 he would have acted in a 
manner: and that the 
beneficent consequences. of Salo- 
mons’ stand would have come into 


play several years earlier. 


The ancient market town of | 


Beverley, dominated by its great 
Minster, was a flourishing: Anglican 


. stronghold with about 1,200 voters. 


Despite the Tory influence of local 


- landowners the town took. much of 


its political colour from the great 
port of Hull, a few miles away. In 
Hull dissent was strong and the 


Liberal Party predominant. The 


main. issue in the General Election 


was the tariff question. . In 1846 the 


Tory Prime Minister, Peel, had 
broken his Party by adopting the 


Liberal policy of free trade. Bever- 


ley, which returned two members, 
was represented by two free-traders, 
J. W. Hogg, a Peelite, and, John 


~Towneley, a Liberal.” Sincé Hogg 


was now standing elsewhere, and 
Goldsmid as a Liberal was a 
natural. free-trader, Goldsmid’s 
chances were bright. 


Tue Times reported that the dis- 
array among the local Tories was 
greater than ever. Indeed, so late 
was the nomination of a Tory 
candidate that on July 30, two days’ 
after .the election, THe JEWISH 
CHRONICLE proudly announced that 
Goldsmid and Towneley had been 


- elected unopposed. The third candi- 
date was Sackville Lane Fox, 
hitherto Tory M.P. for Ipswich and

Fox exuberantly denounced what 


he déscribed as “the many direct 
and‘ indirect efforts to undermine 
the. principles of the Church of 
England.”

It regarded 
Goldsmid’s candidature as the test 
of Liberal strength in East York-. 
shire. Elections in those days were 
more heated than today, and adver- 
saries were not mealy-mouthed. But 
so outspoken were the. Tory jibes 
at Beverley that the. ADVERTISER 
found it necessary to declare shortly 
after that “we consider it due to 
the public to state that there is

bigotry in Yorkshire.” |

electioneering tactics, still less in the 


corruption which was then not. 


uncommon jn the electoral system. 
He publicly announced his intention 


of conducting the campaign on 


principles of purity, but he lacked 


the machinery to ensure that his — 


local supporters would “in practice 


follow his ideal. Electoral corrup- — 


tion, commented the ADVERTISER, 
“would be inconsistent with the 
antecedents of the Hebrew emanci- 
pation question.”

and Towneley had 
originally planned a joint campaign, 
but Goldsmid’s dismissal of his col- 
league’s request that the finances of 
the contest should be managed by.

“I seek to be 
returned as your M.P.,” he declared 
in his first public speech in Bever- 
ley, “in order to give full effect to 
the principle and have an oppor- 
tunity of showing that as a people 
we Jews are worthy citizens... .

HE English visitor to Germany 


will be impressed by the 
united front. presented by 
each of the Jewish communities of 
that country. Unity is created by 
the fact that. every Jew registered 


in Germany is required to pay a 


tax direct to the local communal 
funds, and that these funds are 
controlled by an elected body of 
representatives working indepen- 
dently of specific synagogues and 
minority causes.

The cemetery itself presents an 
impressive yellow-brick facade to 
the street.

Besides many humble and pathetic 
graves of the later years of the war 


and immediately after it, the 


cemetery contains a number of 
family vaults from the turn of the 
century that seem to attempt to 
compete with the famous mauso- 
leums of the past and whose 
lugubrious ostentation seems now 


‘to have foreshadowed the destruc- 


tion that later overtook the living 
community with such violence. : 
In the cemetery I spoke to one 


womah who was tending the grave 


of her sister. In East Germany 


there is no lump-sum restitution for

centration camps, live on a pension

'-Jent in purchasing power to about

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DOSTOEVSKY 
- : His Life and Art. By 
AVRAHAM YARMOLINSKY. Arco, 30s.

Those whose admiration for 
Dostoevsky is strong enough to sus- 
tain their curiosity past the badly 
drawn, red-eyed caricature on the 
dust-jacket, and who can put up with 
a poor job of proof-reading, will find 
Mr. Yarmolinsky’s book well worth 
looking into, Originally published in 
1934, this revised edition has much 
to tell these of us who are interested 
not only in Dostoevsky but in Russia 
as well. And who, perforce; isn't 
nowadays ? Though Dostoevsky him- 
self, particularly in his post-Siberiah 
year, was what the left wing of today 
would call an arch-reactionary, certain 
of his attitudes, particularly his slavo- 
philism, have interesting parallels 
today. 

Yarmolinsky strikes a_ nice 
balance in his account of the writer's 
life and works. His study combines 
biography with critical commentary 
on the writings of the novelist. His 
use of this method, requiring as it 
does the careful selection and com- 


bination of relevant detail in both 


the works and the life, manages to 
clarify a good deal which the reader 
may have hitherto found puzzling in 
both. 
Yarmolinsky for the delicacy with 
which he points out possible inter- 
pretations of the relationship between 
Dostoevsky’s ‘life and his art. His 
Freud is not too ubiquitous. | 


_ Split Personality — 


Always of interest to the Jewish 
reader, and sometimes painfully so, 
are evidences of antisemitism in the 
works of great figures. With an almost 
pathological curiosity the Jew seeks 
out the “good things” a writer has 
said about him and balances them 


against the “ bad-things.”’ Dostoevsky, 


ike many others, was capricious and 
self-contradictory and often violently 
unjust. While preaching brotherly 


Jove on the one hand he attacked the 


Jews and various. other individual 


groups on the other. Mr: Yarmolinsky 
explains this as partly related to the 
split in Dostoevsky’s own. personality, 
to what he calls the “epileptic charac- 
is interesting to note that. .

this writer's life. and work.

The author was a well-known 
Rumanian rabbi who, besides his 
reputation as a /amdan, was a person 
of great piety, as is apparent from the 
subject matter itself of this work. The 
book is highly praised by those two 
eminent scholars Chief Rabbi Herzog 
and Dayan Abramski. | 


In the first section there is a dis- 
cussion of the religio-ethical regula- 
tions in the relationship between a 


disciple and his master. Is the student 
restricted to saying only such things 
as he has heard from his. teacher ? 
When is the student purely a disciple 
and when has he the status. of a 
disciple-colleague ? Also, in what 


Cuicumstances May a scholar especially 
refer his opinion in Aalacha to an out- 


standing authority in order to have it 
accepted ? Does the prohibition not 


_ to steal include the case of one who, 


without giving the name, repeats a 
scholarly point which he has learned 
from another? There is also an 
interesting discussion of the exact 
relationship between the two Pales- 
tinian Amoraim R. Yochanan and 
Resh Lakish, and in particular a des- 
cription of the character and per- 
sonality of Resh Lakish. 

The second section discusses 
whether a scholar is allowed to waive 
the honour due to his scholarship, and 
whether any person can charge his 
heirs to waive the laudatory funeral 
orations at his death. This last point 
leads the author to the investigation 
of whether the purpose of a funeral 
oration is to give honour to the living 
or to the dead, |

The author employs the known guiding 
principles such as Reuba and Hazaka, 
i.e., When a matter is determined. by 


great probability and when by status 


quo ante, and other allied concepts. 
Here the late Rabbi Shachter displays 
his extensive knowledge of Yoreh 
Deah and the Rishonim and Aharonim. 
It should be remarked, in passing, that 


- some of the qiferies which the author 


considers original can be found in 
the works of previous writers to whom 
he does not refer, This, of course. 
does not detract from the great merit 
of the work. i 

The book has been edited by the 
author’s son, Rabbi Jacob Shachter, 
well known as the former Rabbi of 
Belfast, He has added valuable notes 
to the text and has appended a 
number of his own articles which are 
very well presented. Among them 
are two which discuss the problem 
of whether a person is presumed to 
be aware of the law. He draws 
attention to the apparent contradic- 
tions on this question to be found 
in the Talmud and aptly reconciles 
them. Another of his articles is a 
homily dealing with the education of 
youth. He shows that the most impor- 
tant factor for success in bringing up 
youth is the harmony of the parents 
and their high ethical ideals.

But Marshall was more 
than that, for it was his integrity, not 
his material success, which established 
his stature in Jewish life. A fearless 
defender of civil rights, he became 
one of America’s greatest authorities 
on its constitution, which had been 
devised to protect those rights. He 
was a founder, and for 17 years the 
President, of the American Jewish 
Committee. In the aftermath of the 
First World War, when the protection 
of minorities in Europe featured ip 
the Peace Treaties, Marshall's exper;- 
ence and authority were invaluable 
in his leadership of the Jewish delega- 
tions of varied composition which 


-forgathered at Versailles,

‘DEAD SEA SCROLLS 


(Part 1) 


At the beginning of December, 
1947, Professor Sukenik purchased 
for the Hebrew University the Scrolls 
which he had brought with him from 
the antiquities dealer in Bethlehem. 
These Scrotls were not the only ones 
discovered at the time. Other Beduin 
found. various Scrolls in different 
caves near the Dead Sea, and some 


of these found their way to a Syrian 
monastery 


in Jerusalem. When Dr. 
Sukenik learned about them, he. tried 
his best to buy them, but his efforts 
were unsuccessful, and ultimately 
these Scrolls were taken to the United 
States, where they were eventually. 


in 1954, purchased for the State of 


Israel by Dr. Yigael Yadin, Professor 
Sukenik’s son. Mr. Monty Jacobs, 
who was then the Jewish CHRONICLE 
correspondent in New York, greatly 
helped in the acquisition of these 
Scrolls. 


Ten Years’ Discoveries 


Many other Scrolls, or fragments 
of them, have been discovered near 
the Dead Sea during the past ten 
years, though most of them have not 
yet been published, Some are copres 
of Biblical books, or commentaries 
on them, and many obscure verses 


- of the Bible are now much clearer | 


thanks to the variant readings in the 


Serolls.. Of the other Serolls.. the 
best known are “ The Manual of 
Discipline,” which. records the strict 


rules of the. sect which produced the 
Scrolls : the War Scroll, which des- 
cribes the military organisation to be 
adopted in the fighting against the 
“ Kiftim (probably .the Romans) ; 
and a copper Scroll which describes 
where certain treasdres. of. géld and 
silver: were. hidden. 
that these 


are still to be 


found somewhere. and maybe one day 


somebody will use the: description 
given in the copper scroll. (which.. by 
the way, had to be specially brought 
to Manchester to be unralled) to dis- 
cover the hidden treasures of ancient 


Limes. 


An. Ancient Letter 


One Scroll contains a fetter written 


by Bar Kochba-—whose real. name 
was Bar Kosebah-—-to: one of his 
generals. from which we learn that 


Bar Kochba was a very strict discipli-” 


narian who _ entorced absolute 
obedience on his subordinates.. Those 
who disobeyed him were. ruthlessly 
punished. 

Many _ eminent have 
written articles and books about the 
Dead Sea- Scrolls, and many different 
opinions have .been expressed. - about 
them. We do not knaw. for sure by 
whom and when most of them were 
written, nor are we certain who were 
some of the people mentioned in 
them. No doubt. the controversy 
about. these Scrolls will go on for 
years: but in time we shall learn more 
and more about our ancient history 


and literature, and there is everv hope 


that these ancient Scrolls will give us a 


new and revealing insight into one of 
the mest important periods of our: 
history. |

PLIGHT OF JEWS IN POLAND 


Repatriates’ Situation Desperate ” 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Mr. J. Shindler. the Treasurer of 
the Polish Refugee Fund, who recently 
returned from a fact-finding mission 
to Poland: to find out the needs of 
the Jews who have been repatriated 
from Russia, described their plight as 
“ desperate,” in an interview. 

Most. of them, he made it clear, 
had come to Poland with the object 
of continuing their journey either to 
Israel or to some: other country. But 
six months ago the Polish Govern- 
ment had stopped issuing exit visas to 
the repatriates. During his five-week 
stay in Poland Mr. Shindler visited 
practically every large and small town 


in which the majority of these 
repatriates were living. He. met 
them in the synagogues and the 


clubs, visited them in their temporary 
homes, and heard their tragic experi- 
ences. As a result he and his wife 
(who accompanied him) had returned 
home broken-hearted. 

Many of these Jewish repatriates, 
he said, had spent years in Siberia 


or in prisons, and now they felt frus- 


trated by the Polish Government's 
decision to stop issuing them with exit 


ment’s sympathetic attitude ahd finan- 
cial assistance, the superhuman efforts 
‘of the Jewish Social and Cultural 
Associations and of the. Federation ‘of 
Jewish Religious. Congregations, the

Threat to Indemnification Programme 


From our Correspondent | 

BONN 
Rumours of the possible dissolution 
of the parliamentary committee on 
indemnification are causing grave 
concern to organisations of victims of 
Nazism in West Germany. Approaches 
to the Federal authorities to ensure 
the continuance of the committee were 
made here last week by Dr. 'H. G. 


van Dam, Secretary-General of the © 


Central Council of Jews in Germany, 
and Dr. Katzenstein, of the Jewish 
Claims Conference, who is a member 
of a three-man delegation sent here 
by the Claims Conference to study the 
indemnification sjtuation. in the 
Federal Republic. 

Political circles here are becoming 
increasingly perturbed at the possi- 
bility that the funds required for the 
full implementation of the Federal 
indemnification programme will be 
much higher than originally expected. 
According to well-informed sources 
here the total funds needed fully to 
-ymplement the programme will prob« 
ably amount to 23,500,000,000 marks 
(about £2,000,000,000) by the end of 
March, 1963, by which date the 
indemnification programme is due to 
be completed. This: sum js almost 
10,000,000,000 marks in excess of the 
original estimate. By the end —of 
March of next. year the: Federal 
Government and the Laender Govern- 
ments will, however, have paid out 
not more than about 4,500,000,000 
marks. This ‘means that about 
19,000,000,000 marks. must. be made 
available for indemnification - within 
a five-year period. © 


In order to be able to disburse all 
payments jin full both the Federal 
Government and the Laender Govern- 
ments must increase. their annual 
allocations considerably. It is uncer- 
tain, however, whether an increase in 
the present allocations will be possible, 
financially and legally. If this proves 
to be the case, the only alternative 
will be that the ultimate date for the 


conclusion of the indemnification pro-. 
gramme will have to be postponed for. 


several years,
